Hamburg, March. 10. - 


The next challenger for the 
Heavyweight Boxing 
Championship — will probably 
come from Germany, in the 
person of the former champion, 
burly Max Schmeling. To-night, 
before 20,000 wildly cheering 
fight faris, Schmeling shattered 
the hopes of. Steve Hamas, 
American aspirant for the-chal- 
Jenger’s rights, and there 
by established himaclf first 
favourite. ° 

The American lost on a technical 
knock-out, and was so battered at 
the end of the ninth round that the 
referee stopped the fight. 

Schmeling outpointed Hamas in 
every round except the fifth. He 
floored Big Stcve for a count of 
eight in the sixth with oa terrific 
right to the jaw. 

The German ex-champion main- 
tuined a two-fisted attack from the 
outset, and in the final round, hav- 
ing cut Hamas to ribbons, he knock- 
ed him down twice for the count of 
nine. In every round Hamas wia 
punished severely: He was com- 
pletely outclassed. : 

Finally, covered with blood, cut 
badly under the cye, his ‘mouth and 
nose bleeding profusely, he stag- 
gered about the ring. The referce

The Homo 
Secretary, however, Intimated that 
he daw no juotification for inter- 
yening in the course of the law. 

A farewell visit by his wife and 
his two sisters, Mrs. Bousficld, 
Leeds, and Mrs. Hodgkinson, of 
Castleford, was pild to Blake or 
the afternoon before the hanging. 
They stayed half-an-hour. 

It may now be revealed that 
Blake was sentenced to three years’ 
penal servitude at Leeds in March 
1930 for a most brutal outrage 
upon a_ young domestic servant 
whom he had offered to escort 
home across some fields, a8 he said 
for safety, when she had, just 
missed her Inst bus from Castiec- 
ford. The circumstances of the 
offence were so bad that Mr. 
Justice Charles, when passing sen- 
tenoe, sald’ he would have un- 
doubtedly made it one of five years 
but for Blake's comparative youth. 
He was then 25 years of age. 
Blake, however, -had- previously 
deen sentenced to two years’ penal

Army with ignominy, and expelled 
from India for an outrage upon a 
70 years old native woman. 
SERVICE AT PRISON ENTRANCE 

A crowd of over 600 assembled 
outside the jdil shortly before nine 
o'clock on the morning of Blake’s 
death. Amongst them were several 
Salvation Army officers, Blake as 
a boy was at one time in the 
Salvation Army. 

A Salvation Army’ officer in uni- 
form distributed hymn sheets 
amongst the crowd and intimated 
that a little service of prayer would 
be held at nine o'clock, 

The service opened with the 
singing of “Jesu, Lover of my soul,” 
after which prayers were said, 
As the hour struck, most of the 
crowd bared their heads. 

A sermon Insating about five 
minutes was delivered, and at the 
conclusion a man in the crowd 
shouted, “Thou shalt not kill,” 


The sorvice ended with the singing’ 


of the hymn, “Abide with me.” 
Among the crowd—almost hid- 
den against a ‘wall—were relatives 
of Blake. They Included Mrs. 
Bousficld and ‘Blake's brother-in- 
law, Mr, Pearson.

The danger of the Forty. Im- 
mortala of the French Academy 
benefitting by their {immortality 
sooner than they had counted on 
has spread consternation among 
those vonerahle gentlemen the other 
morning.

THE PACIFIC NAVAL 
SITUATION 


“In the discussions which have 
been provoked by Japiin's de- 
nunciation of the Washington 
Naval Treaty, the fear Nas been 
expressed in some quarters that 
the inevitable tendency will be 
to cause an «armaments race 
which, in the long run, may 
result in actual war.

Japan—are 
separated one from another by 
thousands of miles of sea, This, 
fortunately, means that any one 
of these nations can build a fleet 
which will provide national 
security for itself without neces- 
sarily. menacing the national 
security of the other two. That 
was not the case in ‘Europe 
during the period prior to the 
Great War, when there was ‘un- 
restrained competition in naval 
armaments. That competition 
involved two nations which were 
geographically close together— 
Britain, and Germany—and it 
was inevitable that if Germany 
were to have a fleet strong 
enough to keep open her sea 
lanes to the outer seas, it had 
to be strong enough to dispute 
with Britain the. control of 
waters vital to British -safcty.

NEW _FASHION-MAKER 


A movement is afoot in Germany 
to make women dress “Nordically.” 
They are to free themselves of all 
foreizn influence -and to attire 
themselves according to certain 
principles which are supposed to be 
fundamentally facial. It is not 
easy to get a clear viow of thoso 
principles, but they have .a strong 
flavour of the familiar saying that 
women’s attention should be given 
mainly to three things—Church, 
children, and cooking. A woman's 
attire should be adapted to practical 
Purposes. She is not to aim at be- 
ing the “youthful beloved,” for 
after these thinga do the alien 
southern races seck. She must 
have as her ideal the “motherly 
woman.” Dress must ‘not be for 
“showing off;" it must be subser- 
vient and helpful to the develop- 
ment of the body. In a word, the 
German wotian must make the body 
benutiful and not. trust to clothing 
to that end. To neklect that prin- 
ciple is to incur . physical and 
spiritual injury, which must lead 
to national: disruption and racial 
disintegration, and race decides 
whether woman is a free being or 
a plaything, It is doubtful if 
women—even German women—will 
be able to order their lives on these 
exalted ideals. Woman ia woman 
all the world over, and she _is_ not 
likely to shed her femininity at the 
command of men who are in power 
to-day and to-morrow may count for 
nothing in the life of the nation.

In 1758, when Nelson wan born, 
the supremacy of England on the 
seh =was not established. The 
French and - Spanish Fleets were 
etronger than our own, both in 
numbers and In alze of ships, 


The boy Nelson posneased ‘a 
aplrit, one Milled with the love of 
adventure. The mobility of the 
ship was then supreme; it ‘wan 
England's great fighting weapon. 
The call of the sea rang in his 
heart and at the aye of 12 he sought 
his work in the Royal Navy, 


He quickly proved a born sailor. 
Expert in neaaaysnlp and pilotage 
he had a natural aptitude for com- 
mand. He was n post-captain at 
the age of 21. . 


The French Revolution brought 
England to .war with France ‘in 
1793. Five years Inter Nelson, an 
admiral, 39 years of age, engaged 
the French Fleet in the Battle of 
the Nile and all but destroyed it. 
That victory marked the ascendancy 
of the British Navy. It - foiled 
Napoleon's plans for invading Eng- 
land. At the Battles of Copen- 
hagen_ in 1801 and Trafalgar in 
1805 Nelson broke the power of 
Napoleon upon the sen, 


There ig a parallel in the Europe 
of to-day. Armed forces of the 
alr—superijor in strength to those 
of England—stand leashed in Con- 
tinental countries. We ‘need fear 
no invasion through might upon the 
waters. By air alone can the old 
threat upon the accurity of England 
be revived. At this present, vital 
moment that threat exists, 


No genius, secing how things 
stand, would ever dream of enter: 
ing a Service other. than the air. 


The commander who would aweep 
havoc into the potential enemy of 
england must lead our flect of acro- 
Planes. “The sen’ is England's 
glory” should be written -in past 
tense. To-day, we ought to blazon 
in the akies, “The air is England's 
glory.” If only that were so! 


Nelson never achieved his vie: 
tories by chance. In his ‘ person-

But, though 
they may do with fewer hours of 
actual sleep, it.is imperative that 
they should have longer hours of 
rest in bed,

I find one of my most succcss- 
ful preseriptions is, “Go to hed an 
hour carlicr.” It rarely fails to 
bring benefit to the health and an 
Increase in general fitness, together 
with, greater ‘capnelty for, 
better, work, :

THE PACIFIC NAVAL 
SITUATION 

In the discussions which have 
been provoked by Japan's de- 
nunciation of the Washington 
Naval Treaty, the fear has been 
expressed in some quarters that 
the inevitable tendency will be 
to cause an armaments race, 
which, in the Jong run, may 
result in actual war. Arguing 
from the standpoint that when 
the.treaty was drawn.up in.1921 
it averted the prospects of hos- 
tilities, it is now contended by 
certain observers that, with 
Japan freed from treaty restruc- 
tions, the once-averted war may 
become a future certainty. Such 
a fear is ersily understandable 
when it. is.borne in mind that 
the treaty was devised for the 
express purpose of ending a 
naval race which had become 
both expensive and dangerous. 
Nevertheless, calm consideration 
will: show that the outlook to- 
day is by no means as perilous 
as might be supposed. <A saving 
factor in the situation is to be 
discovered in a simple bit of 
Beography. The three great 
naval Powers — Britain, the 
United States and Japan—uare 
separated one from another by 
thousands of mileg of sen. This, 
fortunately, means that any ‘one 
of these nations*can build a fleet 
which will provide national 
security for itself without neces- 
sarily menacing’ the’ national 
security of the other two. That 
was not’the case in. Europe 
during the period prior to the 
Great War, when there was un- 
restrained competition in naval 
armaments, That compctition 
involved two nations which were 
geographically close together—

The debt will be dicharged 
through gold certificates, which is 
regarded ‘as being potentially 
Inflationary, ‘ 

After August 1,'1936, the Trea- 
aury and the .

MASTER'S EVIDENCE 

Capt. William Lee, - Master of 
the Shun Chih, said that on 
January 13 he’ received inatruc- 
tions from Mr. Koon-chun, 
managing director of the Wo tat 
Shing, Ltd., managers of the ship, 
to proceed to the Asia’s aasist- 
ance. Me sailed the same day 
with a full complement and sighted 
the Asia the following ‘morning 
at eight o'clock, with the Apocy 
standing n few miles away. The 
Asin had a list of 20 degrocs to 
port. He-sent the Chief Oficer, 
Mr, Blackwell, on bonrd with a 
party and at 1.16 p.m. began 
towing cher towards Hongkong,: 
the .Apoey having steamed oft 
after Jending the Shun Chih a 
towing rope. There was nobody 
on board the Asia; no papera, no 
anchors and ofly part of the 
engines, 

During the return voynge they 
ran into thick. fog and a modernte 
xale, and going was made more 
difficult by reuson of the Asia 
being about twice the size of the 
Shun. Chih. There was n strong 
set towards Gap Rock which they 
only managed to clear by three 
quarters of a mile. At times the 
ship was stationary and at others 
they were making only three or 
four knots. They arrived in har- 
bour about 7.80 on the morning 
of January 16 and the Asin was 
then handed over to three Inunches 
which manoeuvred her to a buoy. 


The tonnage and iength of the! 


Shun Chih und the Asia were rea- 
pectively’ 1,173 and 2,240 tons, 
and 265 and 396 feet. Neither 
witness nor his men had‘ any 
sleep on the trip, as it was very 
rough, and after all hands, had 
heen engaged in fixing the towing 
machinery, .they had to stand by 
to sp the tow rope if-it became 
ne ry to.dp-so.- The ship-had 
only just returned from a foggy 
journey from  Swatow, during 
which they had little rest, when 
they were ordered to pick up, the 
derelict. 
HAZARDOUS TRIP 

The salvage trip was 200 miles 
in extent and waa , rendered 
hazardous by‘ the weather. The 
ofliccrs hand been told that they 
would be probably entitled to 
something’ personally for . their 
work, but they had preferred to 
leave the matter in the -hands of 
Mr. ‘Lee Koon-chun rather than 
become oparties to the action. 

In reply to Mr. D'Almada, wit- 
ness said the Apocy was owned 
hy the Wo Fat Shing. The Asia's 
starboard ladder was down when 
they ot therc, but it was broken. 

Questioned by Mr. Jenkin, wit- 
Ness igreed there were tuys 
available for such salvage opera- 
tions. 

Witness was later recalled to 
testify that'a steel towlIng rope 
was bought for $477 for the 
salvage of the Asia. ° . 

Mr. «©  Koon-echun, giving 
evidence, said he’ received a wire- 
less from the Apocy that she had 
sighted the Asin and that oa tug 
would be desirable to bring her in. 
Witness wirelessed the Apoey to 
‘stand by and = despatched _ the 
Shun Chih. The Shun Chih had 
on board a cargo valued at $20,- 
000 whilst the ship herself was 
valued at $260,000, She was five 
days’ behind her schedule for 
Swatow and another ship had 
had to replace her on the‘run. 

Witness agreed thut the Apocy 
was chartered for $9,500 a month 
tnd, by-agreement, profits from 
such salvage operations as this 
were to be divided between the 
owners and the charterera,.
